MURDERED WHILE DINING 


sie }Hand Brushes “Aside the Curtain, 


‘ and Jaures, Receiving <n Bul- 
let Wounds, Dies Instantly. 


PARIS, July 31.—Jean Léon’ Jaurés; 
the French Socialist: leader, was assas- 
Sinated tonight while dining. in a smeail 
restaurant near the Bourse. 

The assassin was arrested, but refused 
to disclose his identity. Later he was 
identified as Raoul Villain, 29 years of 
age, who is said to be the son of a clerk 
of the Civil Court at Rheims. 

M. Jaurés had returned here yester- 
day from Bruasels, .where he attended 
the International ,.Socialist. Conference 
to protest against war, and, since ‘his 
arrival had delivered an address, with 
his usual eloquerice, on the subject. His 
campaign against hostilities -is thought 
possibily to have had some connection 
with his murder. 

One of the witnesses of the shooting 
says the assassin declared after he. had 
fired: ‘I dig it. because when M, Jaurés 
fought the three years’ military law he 
fought France.”’ 

The Government tonight teok official 
notice of the crime-by ordering that a 
proclamation, signed’ by. Premier Vivi- 
ani, be posted on the walls of Paris. It 
denounces the murder of M. Jaurés.and 
counsels the people not to give way to 
agitation.

At Amanvillers, a village in Ger- 


man territory near the frontier, mid- 
way between the villages) of Grave- 
lotte and St. Privat, the scene of one 
of the fiercest battles of the war of 
1870, the Germans have seized a 
French engine and rolling stock, cut 
the telegraph wires, and sent back the 
French railway men on foot. 

Like Germany, Russia has © not 
awaited general mobilization before 
beginning hostilities, an itmportant 
railway bridge between Shtchakova 
and Granitza, on the Vienna-Warsaw 
line, having .been- blown up. The 
bridge appears to be in Austrian ter- 
ritory. It is in the neighborhood of 
the famous Three Empefors’ Corner, 
where the German, Russian; and Aus- 
trian frontiers meet. 

“Though acts of war, none of these 
incidents constitutes war, éven if fully 
confirmed.”

FRANCE TAKES PRECAUTIONS 


“We Are Resolute,”’ Reported to be 
Viviani’s Answer to German 
Note About Russia.

PARIS, July 31,—A most significant 
indication’ of the attitude of France 
in the war ‘crisis is revealed in to- 
night’s Temps, which is the nearest to 
being the official organ. 

It publishes eight telegrams from 
Berlin; dated from Saturday until to- 
day, which had been -withheld . un- 
doubtedly by official orders. These 
give the details, step by step, of the 
German preparations for “the state 
of war” proclaimed by the Emperor, 
as announced in the latest dispatch 
from Berlin tonight, which also in- 
‘cludes: the designation of the Crown 
Prince, ashead of one army corps, 
and adds: 

“We are. pre able to dive! this as 
authentic and in emphasis of the latest 
above dispatch.”

Petersburg that the Czar had just 
ordered a genera] mobilization of land 
and se2. forces. 

“The situation is considered des- 
perate. 

“The Emperor returned here’ this 
afternoon.” 

The deduction is drawn from these 
telegrams that France has been filly 
informed of the German activitiés 
and has met:them. This explains the 
constant rumors’ of ._ French night 
manoeuvres'on the frontier. 

The War Council was in session all 
this afternoon at. the Foreign Office: 
The Ministry of the: Interor will give 
out. nothing, ‘thus indicating that’ the 
situation is not improved; There are 
constant rumors of :mobilization, but 
they are still unverified. 

It. became known tonight that the 
German note concerning the Russian 
mobilization was sent Wednesday to 
France and’ England also. Premier 
Viviani's reply was: “France is calm 
and resolute.” -

Kaiser Makes a War Speech, 
Special Cable to THE New YORE Timms. 

LONDON, Saturday, August 1—The 
following despatch from Tae New 
Yoru Trmks Berlin correspondent, 
dated Friday, 11:10 P.. M., was re- 
celyed in London: at 4 o'clock this 
morning. It was telegraphed fn Ger- 
man on account of the censorship:

Father M. A. Tamassi. . 

Mr.. Pernitzer said that the purpose 
of the meeting was to put Hungarian 
residents of the United States in. the 
proper light before the country and to 
controvert published reports that the 
Hungarians of the United States were 
opposed to the present war. against 
Servia. 

‘We want to make it clear,” said 
r. Pernitzer, *“*that every Hungarian 
nthe United States, whether he is a 
citizen of the United States or not, is 
wholeheartedly in favor of the Dual 
Monarchy’s stand in the present crisis 
and ready to support its cause either 
by blood or money.’ 

The published statements of Prof. 
Michael I. Pupin, the honorary. Consul 
General of Servia, were referred to re- 
peatedly by speakers at the luncheon, 
and the following statement was au- 
thorized: 

Prof. Pupin owes his present position of 
prominence to the Austro-Hungarians of 
this city. He is a native of Hungary and 
always espoused the cause of Austria- 
Hungary among the representatives of the 
Dual Monarchy in this city, His words 
on the present situation will not and do 
not carry any weight with the people 
familiar with his history.

HAVE NEUTRALITY PUZZLE.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The strenu- 
ous éfforts of Austria and Servia to re- 
call from the United States for military 
service the thousands of their ‘citizens 
who are employed in American factories 
have attracted official attention, and 
the question ‘hag been raised whether 
such activities are being carried beyond 
the limits prescribed by the neutrality 
laws.

000,000 people and their, property are 
protected by the rules of modern war- 
fare. The principle of these rules had 
its most notable enunciation from 
the lips of Tattmyrranp, who in 1806 
begged to remind NapPormon that the 
business of war should be confined to 
professional fighting men, to soldiers; 
that it concerned. States, not their 
subjects or citizens. 

The honor of codifying the rulés 
that «protect the non-combatant ma- 
jorities of civilized nations belongs: to 
the United States. FRancis Lirere in 
1862 drew up the code for President 
LINCOLN, Which. he immediately pro- 
mulgated as “ General Orders No. 1 
for the conduct of the Federal forces 
in the civil war. From this sprang 
the International Convention .of the 
Brussels Conference in 1874, and the 
two Hagiie Conferences reaffirmed 
the convention, adding restrictions to 
the field of combat. The chief safe- 
guards. lie in respect for family honor 
and rights, the lives of persons, and 


, | Private property, which cannot be con- 


fiscated, and for religious. convictions 
and practice. 

Only if the inhabitants of a terri- 
tory spontaneously take up arms to 
resist’ invading troops and .“ carry 
arms openly” are they to be regarded 
as belligerents. The attack or bom- 
bardment of towns, villages, dwellings, 
or buildings which are not defended 
is forbidden, and pillage of captured 
towns Is prohibited, -An army’ of oc- 
cupation can’ seize only. the’ cash; 
funds, and ‘realizable securities that 
belong strictly to the State, and only 
the means of transport, stores and 
supplies, and all movable property pos- 
sessed by the State that may be used 


‘for military operations. Appliances for 


transmission of news or for the trans- 
port of persons or things may be 
seized, even if they belong to private 
individuals, but must be restored and 
compensation fixed when peace is 
made. The citizens of a hostile nation 
cannot be compelled to fight against 
their country, and their rights cannot 
be declared abolished, suspended,. or 
inadmissible in a court of law. The 
poisoning of wells, discharge of pro- 
jectiles from balloons, the seizing of 
submarine’ cables, and destruction of 
monuments end works of art are 
specially interdicted. 

But war between actual belligerents 
is also much circumscribed. They can- 
not declare that no quarter will be 
given, Blaborate safeguards are made 
for the rights and humane treatment 
of prisoners of war.’ The Geneva Con- 
vention permits the ¢omprehensive 
activities of the Red Cross in the care 
of the sick and wounded on both land 
and sea. Unusually cruel weapons are 
‘Droscribed. Towns must be amply 
‘warned before slege or bombardment, 
and occupied territory may be com- 
pelled to supply only the actual needs 
of the invading army. 

. All these rules: were ruthlessly vio- 
lated in the conduct of the: Balkan 
Wars, as the recent report of the In- 
ternational Commission to into 
their causes shows.

A RETROSPECT. 
“The roots of the terrible European 
crisis strike deep in the past. Four 
elements can be traced in the process 
that has brought about the actual 
situation. First the Napoleonic legend 
appropriated and exploited by Na- 
potmon IIL, whose ambition it was 
to become, as his unéle had been, 
the arbiter of war or peace in Hu- 
rope; the intense desire and prac- 
tital need of Russia to expand toward 
the open ocean, intensified by the 
aspiration for BHastern empire; the 
growth of Germany under the guid- 
ance of the iron hand and will of 
BismaRck; the need of Great Britain 
to preserve inviolable the safety of 
the seas around ‘her island capital, 
on which her very existence de- 
pended, and which involved practi- 
cally the: supremacy of the whole 
ocean. ‘The first of the movements 
that immediately led to the present 
situation was Napoumon III.’s aid to 
the Italian revolt against Austria, 
followed by -Bismarck’s attack on 
Austria, and -her replacement. by 
Prussia. as the head of the German 
nationalities. Then came the sense- 
less challenge of Prussia by the 
French Emperor in the absurd matter 
of the Spanish throne, giving Bus- 
MARCK an excuse if not. a justifica- 


left that nation mutilated and, for 
the time being, crushed. 

In ,the confused and perplexing 
years that ensued on this war the 
three nations we have mentioned 
strove to defend and extend the vital 
interests we have indicated, while the 
statesmen of France, with infinite 
difficulty, sought to regain a position 
of safety, making possible internal 
development ‘and the recovery in 
some degree of international prestige. 
The newly aroused and tremendously 
vigorous national feeling of Germany, 
trained and directed by the marvel- 
ous brain of Bismarck, and later. by 
the singular genius of the _present 
Emperor, wrotight miracles of energy 
and expansion at home and abroad 
in all the fields of industry and com- 
merce as well.as of, military develop- 
ment, ; Against the Triple Alliance, 
framed to-aid - = this progress, there 
gradually came ‘about the healing of 
the ancient animosity between Eng- 
lané@ and France, the French alliance 
with Russia, and. the understanding 
between. Russia, France, and Great 
Britain which constitutes today~ the 
‘somewhat indefinite but powerful 
combination Known as the - Triple 
HMntente. 

It is easy to denounce these group- 
ings. of the six Powers, professedly 
formed for mutual defense, and to 
declare that they have. precipitated 
the war that seems so nearly inevi- 
table. But it is not easy to deny 
that they have.been inspired if not 
compelled by the play. of great inter- 
national forces of which the states- 
men of Hurope haye.been the more 
or less unconscious agents. And it 
is to be recalled, dark as the prospect 
now is, that in these later years: the 
members of the two groups have in 
actual fact been able o avert general 
war under conditions that nearly,all 
of. them bélieved made war certain. 
Certainly the .desire for continued 
péace, the dread of the necessary con- 
squences of war, have not been less- 
ened by the startling demonstration 
of the influence for disaster that the 
near approach of war exerts. With 
the great body of financial business 
throwghout the civilized world’ prac- 
tically paralyzed, with the machinery 
of credit, internal and external; un- 
geared and thrown into the most 
distressing disorder . and - confusion, 
with millions on millions of -values 
vanishing under the menace of war, 

what must be the result of & general 
conflict?

surrender of Paris and the disarma- 
ment of Boursaxr’s army, 584,000 
Frenchmen and 835,000 Germans. 
There were still 250,000 French troops 
on foot at the end of the war. 

The cost of the war can never be 
calculated. France lost Alsace and 
Lorraine and paid: an indemnity of

That-war “ bled. her 
pale,” both then and since. Dreadful 
as it was, it was a war between only 
two of the seven nations now directly 
threatened or actually engaged; com- 
pared with the disaster now hanging 
over civilization, it almost shrinks 
into a “little war.”

PHILIPPINE “ NEUTRALITY.” 

Mr. MAnvuEL QvuEZON, Philippine 
Commissioner: at Washington, is 
pleased with the new Jones bill as to 
the islands, because it gives-the Sen- 
ate to the natives and contains what 
he regards as a definite announce- 
ment of the determination of the 
United States to give independence to 
the islands as soon as a stable Govern- 
ment has been established. That has 
been the avowed purpose of the 
United States ever since the islands 
came into our hands. The real ques- 
tion will for a long time be; What is a 
stable Government? 

For one thing, it would seem’ to be a 
Government capable of defending it- 
self from outside interference. Mr. 
Quezon thinks that this might be 
provided by .a general ‘treaty guar- 
anteeing the neutrality of the islands. 
Obviously this is’ not the fulfillment 
of the requirements of a really com- 
petent and .stable Government, since 
stability is made to depend on the aid 
and partly on:the unselfishness of for- 
eigh Powers.. There is no doubt that 
these Powers will keep their hands 
off the islands so long as they are 
under the United States Government. 
Whether they would consent to a self- 
denying ordinance if we ourselves cast 
the islands loose is a question not so 
easily answered. And it is to be re- 
membered that if neutrality is to be 
maihtained it can only be by the Gov- 
ernment of the islands avoiding all oc- 
casion for interference. That would 
be easy with American control. It 
might be very ‘hard: with control vie 
the native politicians.

She received from her husband the life 
use of the house at 501 Fifth Avenue and 
an annuity of $200,000. Her father, 
George Henry Warren, who was @ 
wealthy real estate dealer, left her vari- 
ous parcels of realty in this State, that 
were appraised at $142,087... The value 
of her personalty was fixed at $234,217) 
making a total in taxable ‘property of 
$376,254. The entire estate ,goes-to her 
son, Robert Walton Goelet, who-also re- 
ceiyed the bulk of his father’s estate. 

The personal estate consisted of fur- 
niture, silverware, pictures, art objects, 
tapestries, and jewelry. All of this was 
in her home here and in her Summer 
cottage at Tuxedo. 

Mrs. Goelet did not have much jew- 
elry.
